Currency and Other Im-

WASHINGTON, March 2.-While 


it is now settled that there will be no 
extra session of Congress, there is a 
general expectation that the president 
will call the £6th Congress before next 
December, probably early in October. 
The reason for this belief is the fail- 
ure of the present Congress to act 
upon measures which the administra- 
tion desires passed. The most promi- 
nent of these are the Nicaragua canal 
question and permanent army reor. 
ganization. Then, too, there is the 
matter of currency reform, for which 
there is great pressure being brought 
to bear by the commercial organiza- 
tions of the country.

and Democrats agree that a change is 
needed iu the present financial system, 
but the views have been so divergent, 
even 
within party lines, that the 


passage of a bill which would meet 
the requirements of the situation was 
never possible at this session. The 
next Senate and House will have 
working Republican majorities and 
as favorable action upon the great 
measures which are a part of the 
policy of the administration can be 
secured, the belief is that the president 
will take advantage of the opportunity 
afforded him to have these policies 
legislated upon at such an early date 
that the people will be able to judge 
of their workings before the next 
presidential campaign.

THE MOFFITT INQUEST, 


Verdict of the Jury-Death Due to 


Natural Causes. 


The inquest over the remains of the 


late David 0. Moffitt was held this 
forenoon at 11 o'clock 
by Deputy 


Coroner Roy Bendure at the 'family 
home west of the city. The jary 
which was impaualled last night re- 
turned the following verdict: 


"We, 
the jury, find from the evi- 


dence produced that tho deceased came 
to his death from apoplexy.'' 


The first witness was Charles May, 


grandson of the deceased, who testi- 
fied as follows: 


'' Am a ixrm hand and have lived 


on the place for two months. Yester- 
day afternoon between 3 and 4 o'clock 
myself, Arthur White and my grand- 
father were in the timber. The de- 
ceased was splitting wood and we 
were sawing. He told us to take some 
wood to the house and he would stay 
and split for a while. White and 
myself came to vhe house oud after a 
while my grandmother told me to 
ring the bell. 
This was at 4:40 


o'clock. My grandfather did not come 
and I went to where he had been 
working to tell him to come to supper. 
I found him lying on his back. The 
left leg was cramped a little. I called 
the people at the house and White, 
Miss Ann Mofntt and others came. 
The place where we were working is 
about a half mile from tho house. 
The indications were that the deceased 
was preparing to go to the honso when 
he fell over." 


Arthur White was also sworn and 


testified that he bad worked for Mr. 
Moffitt for the past 17 mouths and 
corroborated the evidence of May.

David U Moffltt, ex-mayor of De- 


catur, wag found dead at 7 o'clock 
Wednesday evening on his farm west 
of the city. Charles May, a grandson 
of the deceased, made the discovery 
and the news was soon brought to De- 
catur. The death was very sudden 
and it is supposed was caused by 
apoplexy. Dr. W. B. Hostetler was 
immediately summoned and stated 
that the indications were that apoplexy 
was the cause. When found the body 
was cold and life had passed out of it 
several honrs before. At .about noon 
yesterday Mr. Moffltt, accompanied 
by his grandson, Charles May, and n 
hired man, Arthur White, started to 
the timber, about three-quarters of a 
mile away, to cut wood. The three 
men worked nutil about 3 o'clock 
when Mr. Moffitt directed May and 
White to go to the house with a load 
of wood and do some other work. At 
6 o'clock Mr. Moffltt had not yet re- 
turned. The bell was rnng for him 
but ho still did not return and May 
was sent to tell Mr. Moffltt to come to 
his sapper. May went to the spot 
where he had left his grandfather and 
found him dead. The body was cold. 
Mr. Moffltt was lying oil his back and 
death hod evidently come very buC. 
denly. His hat had fallen off and 
one knee was drawn up. 
May sum- 


moned other members of the family 
who quickly joined him. The physi- 
cian was called but his services could 
be of 110 avail 


Deputy Coroner Roy Bendure was 


notified and went to the Moffitt farm 
shortly after 7 o'clock 
He had the 


body removed to the residence and 
swore in the following jury: Dr. W. 
B. Hosteller, John Dipper, 
0. E. 


Nanna, Younger Fileon, Jerry Millar 
and John Friend. The jury adjourned 
to meet at 11 o'clock this forenoon at 
the residence.

BIOGRAPHY. 


David 
C. Moffitt 
was born 
at 


Brownsville, 
Pa., April 
20, 1831. 


When 11 years old he came west with 
his parents and located in Ohio. At 
an early age Mr. Moffitt learned the 
bricklayers' trade, and was doing con- 
tract work betore he was 21 years old. 
He followed the trade the greater por- 
tion of his life. He came to Illinois 
in 1855 and located in Piatt county, 
coming to Decatur March t, 1856. 
During his residence here he engaged 
in brickmakiug and contracting. He 
built a number of public school build- 
ings and many of the business houses 
and private residences. Ho was nearly 
always busy, and during the building 
season kept a large force of men em- 
ployed. 


He married Miss Catherine Wilson 


at Circleville, Ohio, June 26, 1863- 
Four children were born to them: 
Charles, who has been associated with 
his father in business Miss Aiiuie 
Moffitt, who resides at home Clara, 
wife of Andrew Dempsey of Deuatnr 
and Ida, who became the wife of H. 
F. May and died n short time after- 
ward. The other children, with their 
mother, survive. 


Mr. Moffltt was qnita prominent in 


Odd Fellow circles, having been a 
member of the order for about 40 
years. He has served as past Noble 
Grand, aud as deputy in the grand 
lodge. 


POLITICAL CAREER. 


Mr Moffitt has always beeii a Demo- 


crat. In 1881 he was elected alderman 
from the Third ward and served iu 
the council under Mayor Eauan aud 
Mayor Waggouer. Six years ago he 
was nouiiuatcd on the Democratic 
ticket for mayor and was elected by a 
majority of 87 votes, defeating Capt.

ASCIEHT BOGOTA. r 


e B*. 


It take> about two and ft half day* of 


rough riding over the Andes to reach 
the eavanna of Bogota. This w»s orig- 
inally the bottom of • volcanic lake. It 
is situated some 6,000 feet above the 
tea, and is surrounded 
by moun- 


tain peaks. The mule-back journey 
enda at the litile town of Faeatativa, on 
the edge of the savanna, and a short 
railway across the plain leads to the 
capital. Once here, a- great change i» 
felt in the climate. We seem to have 
entirely left the tropics. At Honda the 
heat is BO great that the very Btonea 
were too hot to touch, and the river wa- 
ter was lukewarm. Here we are in. a 
climate temperate, fresh and cool. In 
the evening it is even chilly, and over- 
coats and warm blankets are required. 


Bogota was founded in 1536 by Gon- 


zalez Jimenez Quesada, and is in many 
ways the finest and most interesting 
city in the republic. On. one side it is 
approached through a long aveaue of 
eucalyptus tree*. Above the city tow- 
er the massive height* of Gnadalupe 
andi Monserrate, their summits often 
wreathed in vapor. Here, high up in 
the. mountains, reached only by the 
•worst of mule tracks, and within five 
degrees of the equator, is this rich old 
city with 120,000 inhabitants, well- 
paved streets, electric lights, tele- 
phones and trolley cars, and filled with 
the artistic productions of Europe. In 
the center of tie city is the Plnza 
Bolivar, with itsgardensnlledwithold- 
fashioEed European1 flowers, Bide by 
side with tropical plants. On the east- 
ern side of the square stands the old 
cathedral with its twin towers of gray 
masonry, looking very stately against 
the dark purple mountains behind. 
Near the cathedral is the beautiful 
Capella San Salvador, its arcades filled 
with ancient paintings — many of them 
of great interest — aad its vaulted ceil- 
ing covered with elaborately carved 
paneling. 
Below are the quaintly 


carved wooden galleries on. either side 
of the nave; above, the stone arcade. 
The kneeling, black-robed figures seen 
against the beautiful old gilded altar- 
pieces in the dim light give an impres- 
sion long to be remembered. 


On the south side of .the square 


stands the incomplete .government 
building; and arcaded stores, bright 
with the productions of Taris and New 
York, complete the quadrangle. 


As a contrast to this, a little way off 


i* the market place, with its crowds of 
Indians selling fruits and vegetables, 
side by side with red terra-cotta pot- 
tery of ill shape*, piles of straw hats, 
and cheap Manchester goods, also sugar 
canes, and cages with green, parrots. 
Numerous mules and irivers, dogs and 
squatting Indian women are inter- 
spersed axsid tie heaps of bananas, 
mangoes, apple* and plums. Stands ot 
cheap jewriry and odds and ends of all 
sorts make up a curious medley. Civili- 
zation stands hand in hand with sav- 
agery, and so mingled are they at times 
as tc produo* a singularly chaotic ef- 
fect, 


Tfctj Ss en epitome of the whole coun- 


try. 
The civilized centers with their 


busy city life and their touch, though 
slight, with modern life, are still but as 
small spots, in a vast country, swelter- 
ing under a tropical sun. A few miles 
from these cities civilization is all 
swallowed up, and nature reignssilent- 
ly supreme on her grandest scale. Only 
a short distance from a bustling town, 
and you may lose yourself in forests 
where the white man has never yet 
penetrated, and the primeval stillness 
is unbroken. — F. Williamson, in Frank 
Leelie's Popular Monthly.

The new operation room which has 


just been completed at St. Mary's 


tal is a valuable addition to the 


facilities of the hospital. 
The new 


room is in reality the old operating 
room remodeled. It wag formerly a 
large square room with an oiled wood 
Boor aud few conveniences in the waT 
of dressing rooms, anesthetic rooms, 
etc., which are so uecesbary to a welj 
equipped operating room. It is located 
at the northeast corner of the build- 
ing. There were formerly but three 
windows, two to the east aud one to 
the north. In remodeling it a dress- 
ing room has been taken off of the 
southwest corner aud an anesthetic 
room off the northwest corner. 
The 


corners are rounded and there is ample 
rocni between the two small rooms for 
the large double doors which form the 
entrance into the hall. Tho dressing 
room is supplied with hot aud cold 
water, lights, wash basins, 
Eteam 


radiator, 
hooks 
for hanging dis- 


carded clothing and other necessary 
equipment. 
Light aud ventilation 


are obtained from a swinging window 
opening into the main room. The 
anesthetic room takes in the window 
to the north which gives light and air. 
It is simply fitted with the necessary 
appliances 
for administering 
the 


anesthetic. In the main room added 
advantages in lighting have been 
obtained by cutting out the space be- 
tween the two windows to the east, 
making one large window. A tiled 
floor has been laid and arranged to 
slope slightly to the southeast corner, 
where a small drain carries off the 
water through the drain pipes below. 
The ceiling is of galvanized irou and 
the walls of rock plaster. A base of 
marble 'wo and one-half feet high 
finishes the room. The walls, ceil- 
ing and wood work are painted a 
pure white. The walls can be wiped 
down with au auticoptio preparation 
and the floor flushed with water. To 
those who are not on intimate terms 
with the germ family it seems im- 
possible 
for even 
one 
of 
this 


species to pay a visit to the rooms aud 
escape detection. 


The main room contains a zink with 


hot and cold water and the dressing 
and operating tables. The operating 
table is made of white euameled iron 
and glass. It is adjustable and can 
bo raised and lowered or lengthened 
and shortened at will. Tne top is 
made of sections of glass which are 
arranged to allow the fluid to escape 
into the draining pan below. 


Very few have ever stopped to think 


of tbe extreme precaution that is 
necessary in all operations, however 
trivial. From the tirna the patieut is 
taken from his bed and placed on tha 
wheeling table ready for the start to 
the operating room until he is asaiii 
safely back in his bed he is surrounded 
with what might be termed a purely 
auticcptic atmosphere. He is wheeled 
on this table into the anesthetic room 
and while a physician is giving the 
anesthetic the nurses and attendants 
are making ready for the operation, 
i'ho operating table and every article 
that could possibly come in contact 
with the patient, attendants, physi- 
cians or nursca is thoroughly cleansed 
with the auticeptic yreparatioa All 
the instruments used have pieviously 
been boiled in this preparation at least 
30 or 40 minutes. The surgeons and 
tceudants get iuto long white gowns 
whicii completely cover 
them and 


wash their hands thoroughly in the 
antiseptic. 
The 
patient 
is 
then 


wheeled iuto the room, lifted onto the 
operating table, the body is bared and 
;he flesh washed with the anticeptic 
and then shaved and clensed to remove 
nil possibility of infection entering 
the wound. When the operation is 
over the patient is taken back to nis 
bed which in the meantime has been 
arranged with clean linen and he is 
placed between the sheets, surrounded 
with the necessary hot water bottles 
and allowed to rest and regain his 
strength. 


DR. CATTO'S IDEA. 


The remodeling of the operating 


room was first suggested by the late 
Dr. William Catto and tbe idea met 
with instant favor among the surgeons 
of tbe city who have occasion to work 
at the hospital. The plans were drawn 
by Dr. John Miller and submitted to 
the authorities of the hospital 
Per 


mission was granted at once to make 
the changes and work on the room 
was begun about two months ago. 
While it lacks many of the modern 
appliances which belong to 
the 


operating rooms of the hospitals ill the 
larger cities it ia a decided improve- 
ment over the old one and has all the 
necessary apparatus for a successful 
operation.
